M. D. at Wiadfor, to C. Mortimer, 
R. S. Seer, concerning the Viper-catch- 
ers, and their Remedy for the Bite of 
a Viper. 

S I R, Windfet, May 24, 1734,. 

THE Bearer of this, William Oliver, and his 
Wife, called upon me laft Week with their 
Vipers, and either of them offered to be bit by any 
Viper, and to fuffer their Arm to fweil for fomeTime;

He was bit in the upper 
Joint of the Thumb, and higher up on the fame Arm, 
by two different frefh Vipers: His Thumb, Hand 
and Arm foon after fwelled much, and all the ufual 
Symptoms of a Viper-bite followed 5 he applied the
